ST. Louis, April II.—At 1:24 this 


morning the Southern Hotel, the finest 
edifice of the kind in the ehy, was dis- 
covered to be on fire. The salvage 
companies responded to the alarm be- 
fore it was sounded on the city bells. 
Before the engines arrived the entire 
upper stories were in flames. 


At 2 o'clock the scenes in the imme-

Phair in Vermont, wbo has just escap- 
ed hanging, if not by the skin of his 
teeth, at least by the nape of his neck. 
ll« was to havo been hauged at Wind- 
sor, 
Vermont, on Friday last, for the 


murder of Mrs. Frieze, at Rutland, on 
the 9th of June. 187-1. 
He had stout- 


ly protested his innocence, but the cir- 
cumstantial evidence was against him 
and little attention was paid to his state- 
ments, 
On the morning of the day of 


the execution the Boston Gloie printed 
an account of the murder, with Phair's 
statement that he was in Providence on 
the day the murder -»as committed in 
Rutland, 
Mr. M. 1. 
Downing, of 


Boston, saw the account, and remem- 
bered that he saw and talked with a 
man whom he believes to havo been 
Phair on the train from Providence on 
the 10th of June, 1S74, and if so, 
Phair's own story of his whereabouts 
at that fatal time will be substantiated 
and an effectual alibi will be proved.— 
On his trial, Phair was unable to obtain 
proof on this point, and the missing 
link in the chain of evidence was fatal 
to hit cause. Downing immediately 
consulted with the Boston police au- 
thorities, and by their advice telegraph- 
ed at once to Governor Fairbanks, of 
Vermont, asking a reprieve for Phair 
until his testimony could be taken, 
which request was granted and a re- 
prieve ordered until May 4, and it is 
probable that a new trial will be granted. 
If Downing's story^is true,the condemn- 
ed man is surely innocent, and Ver- 
mont is saved the disgrace of haning 
an innocent man.

There are over 800 bills before the 
tale Legislature in various stages of 
rogresB. Probably one-half the men- 
era do not know the eootents of ono- 
ourth of these bills. 
Many of them 


re trifling, others mischievous, moat 
re of no epecial importance. A month 
f legislative time was wasted on tuo 
eoatorUI question, and iho MMIOO 
will probably close within thirty days. 
It ii plain that if these bills become 
aws, they must be passed in haste and 
ith no adequate scrutiny. It is also 


difficult to sort out from the lot and 
enact those which are of value, owing 
to the various clogs of a parliamentary 
character, that in the hands of a mi- 
nority versed in their use, may be made 
available to retard legislation. It is 
doubtful whether one-tenth ot these 
bills ought tu pass, and it w more 
doubtful whether that fraction, of bills 
really raluabl*, will be able to struggle 
through against the bulky pressure of 
the nine-tenths which are of no value.
